SUBJECT: FOREIGN MINISTER MALECELA'S FAREWELL REMARKS TO AMBASSADOR 
CARTER 

1. WE ARE POUCHING TO AF/E FULL TEXTS OF FOREIGN MINISTER JOHN 
MALECELA'S SPEECH AND AMBASSADOR CARTER'S RESPONSE AT OCTOBER 2 
MALECELA DINNER IN HONOR OF DEPARTING CARTERS. MALECELA'S REMARKS 
ARE OF INTEREST BECAUSE THEY HIGHLIGHT TANZANIA’S TWO PRINCIPAL 
FOREIGN POLICY AIMS IN A MANNER SUGGESTING WHY THEY ARE UNLIKELY 
IN THE FORESEEABLE FUTURE TO BE SATISFACTORILY ACCOMMODATED BY 
USG. 

2. ECONOMIC AID. MALECELA WAS PARTICULARLY WARM IN NOTING THAT 
U.S. BILATERAL ASSISTANCE TO TANZANIA DURING AMBASSADOR CARTER'S 
TOUR WAS HIGHER THAN EVEN BEFORE, AND THAT THIS WAS FOR TANZANIA 
AN IMPORTANT MEASURE OF GOOD RELATIONS. SINCE U.S. BILATERAL 
ASSISTANCE TO TANZANIA IS LIKELY TO FALL AS QTE EMERGENCY UNQTE 
PL-480 FOOD SHIPMENTS BECOME LESS NEEDED THE OTHER SIDE OF THE 
COIN PROFFERED BY MR. MALECELA BECOMES VISIBLE. NAMELY, THAT 
TANZANIA WILL BE EVEN LESS INTERESTED IN CONSIDERING U.S. INTERESTS 
AS THE AID LEVEL INEVITABLY DECLINES. 

3. SOUTHERN AFRICA. MALECELA LAID GREAT STRESS ON TANZANIA'S 
OTHER PRINCIPAL FOREIGN POLICY AIM, THE ENDING OF THE WHITE 
MINORITY REGIMES IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. WHILE NOT ESCHEWING 
NEGOTIATING OPPORTUNITIES, TANZANIA HAS BEEN CONSISTENTLY A 
MOST ENTHUSIASTIC FUNNEL THROUGH WHICH ARMS HAVE GONE TO 
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IT IS UNLIKELY THAT THE U.S. WOULD EVER UNDERTAKE COMMITMENTS 
VALID IN TANZANIAN EYES TO OVERTHROW THE RACIST REGIMES OF 
RHODESIA AND SOUTH AFRICA, TANZANIA’S DISAPPOINTMENT WITH THE 
U.S. PERFORMANCE PREDICTABLY WILL BE ACUTE AND AUDIBLE. 

FOREIGN MINISTER MALECELA, MOST POLITELY, HAS CERTAINLY GONE 
OUT OF HIS WAY TO PUT US ON NOTICE OF THIS. 

4. NONE OF THE FOREGOING SHOULD BE TAKEN AS SUGGESTING THAT 
THE U.S. SHOULD NOT FULFILL ITS HUMANITARIAN IMPULSES IN MAKING 
FOOD AVAILABLE TO HUNGRY TANZANIANS OR THAT WE SHOULD NOT DO 
EVEN MORE TO MANIFEST OUR DEEP CONVICTIONS ABOUT THE UNACCEPTABILITY 
OF THE REGIMES IN SALISBURY AND PRETORIA. RATHER, OUR INTENTION 
IS TO POINT OUT THAT BEST POSSIBLE U.S. PERSORMANCES ON THE 
MATTERS OF HIGHEST CONCERN HERE WILL FALL FAR SHORT OF SATISFYING 
TANGOV AND THAT THIS DISAPPOINTMENT AND FRUSTRATION WITH THE U.S. 

WILL THEREFORE CONTINUE TO CHARACTERIZE THE RELATIONSHIP.
